The Prince’s Garden Party and the 
Ministry. 
Ir seems as if this Government will never be free 


from the chapter of accidents. Their latest 
trouble came to them on Monday night. The 
majority of four which stood between them and 
destruction the other day was due to Ascot. 
Monday’s majority of eight was the result of the 
Prince of Wales’s garden-party at Marlborough 
House. It would be thought that any Whip with 
ordinary sense ought to provide against these 
recurring disasters, and Mr. Akers Douglas is, 
or was, a Whip with the character of being a 
good deal above the average. Parties, however, 
get disorganised, and when once the dry rot sets 
in it is very hard to stopit. This is what has 
happened with this Parliament. Members are 
getting more and more careless of their duties, 
and, in the season at least, more and more 
disposed to shunt them in favour of the 
score of engagements of pleasure that make 
life agreeable when the trees are green over 
the Row, and life, even in dreary London, is 
beautiful. On Monday it was a particularly 
near thing. The division took place within 
three minutes of the time fixed by the Whip for 
the attendance of Conservative members. The 
tacticians on the Liberal and Radical side were 
feverishly anxious to get it—not on Mr. Robert- 
son's proposal with regard to the Scotch Com- 
mittee on the Police Bill, but on the much more 
important question of the vote for the Irish 


Local Government Board. If, therefore, several 
questions had been postponed, the Police busi- 
ness passed without discussion, and the division 
taken on Irish Supply, the Government would 
have actually been left without money to carry 
on the business of the year. This would have 
left them in an uncommonly awkward position, 
for the House of Commons can do nothing more 
serious to a Government than to refuse its 
supplies. 

The little game of the tacticians, however, just 
failed. There are some members who will talk, 
whatever is done to try to stop them, and so the 
stream of comment ran on just a few minutes 
too long. Five minutes before the division 
members were simply trooping in, though thirty 
or forty of them knocked in vain at the door of 
the division lobby, which had been shut. Just 
enough scraped in to save the Government from 
defeat. There was wailing and gnashing of 
teeth among the canny ones in the lobby, but, 
after all, you cannot defeat a Government every 
day. 

: Ministerial Changes. 

Meanwhile, it is pretty clear that we are on the 
eve of Ministerial changes of an important cha- 
racter. It is fairly well understood that Mr. 
Smith will not again reappear in thé House as 
Leader. His health is visibly failing, and I 
should say he must have lost in weight very con- 
siderably as a result of his troubles and trials 
during the last few months. In his place we 
shall no doubt see— as I have already fore- 
shadowed more than once— 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 

who will, Ithink, make a very competent suc- 
sessor. Sir Michael used to be attached to the 
Randolphian section of the Tories ; 
and it was practically Lord Ran- 
dolph who procured him his post 
of Leader—a post which he very 
speedily vacated for Lord Ran- 
dolph himself. I must say I con. 
sider him rather a dull speaker; but 
he has good sense, strong temper, 
and a thorough knowledge of 
House of Commons business. 
Briliant he will not be, but the 
lesson that you do not want bril- 
liancy in the House of Commons' 
leaders cannot be too strongly 
enforced. 

There has been an extraordinary 
movement in favour of the return of 


Lord Randolph. 

His little party of two or three 
or four— one never knows the 
precise number of followers on 
whom Lord Randolph can rely— 
have multiplied themselves with 
an activity and loyalty which does 
them a great deal of credit. All 
day last week one heard nothing 
but reports of Lord Randolph's 
return to the Cabinet, of Lord 
Randolph's appointment as Mr. 
Smith's successor, of Lord Ran- 
dolph's genius for statesmanship, 
and so on and so on. It is really a question 
of a good deal of smoke, and not much else. The 
fact is that Lord Randolph is too deeply dis- 
trusted, with all his genius, his brightness, his 
ideas, his faculty for leadership, by the bulk of 
the party, ever to go back to it, so long as 
Lord Salisbury and Mr. Balfour are its guiding 
spirits. "They won't have him at any price, 
if they can help it. Of course, if it turned out 
that Lord Randolph was too strong in the country 
to be excluded from the Cabinet, then we might 
begin to talk of his return, not perhaps in this Par- 
liament, but as the leader of the Tory Opposition 
providing the Liberals come to power. For that 
work Lord Randolph will verily be fitted, and I 
believe he is personally anxious to doit. Whether 
his health will hold out, whether his nerves will 
hold out, and whether he will keep the party 
together are very doubtful. Practically Lord 
Randolph is a Radical. He was willing to stand 
as a Radical in Birmingham in the old Chamber- 
lain days, and he will be willing to stand again if 
his present party definitely and finally threw him 
him over. 

Probably, however, we shall see ehanges in the 
Government during the next few weeks beyond 
the withdrawal of Mr. Smith and his appearance 
in the Upper House as Baron something or 
another. Iam told that it is extremely probable 
that Mr. Matthews will go. He is judged to 
have failed so completely and repeatedly that 
the Government cannot afford to carry on with 
him any longer. The whisper even is that the 
Prince of Wales has remonstrated about the Home 
Secretary's management of the police strike, and 
Lord Salisbury feels that if there is to be

it is to be Mr. Matthews. I am afraid I must say 
that, in spite of a good many talents which Mr. 
Matthews showed at the Bar, and which he occa- 
sionally shows in an ingenious, lawyer-like, 
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subtle speech in the House, there is no other 
alternative whatever. 
election for Birmingham, and he is so completely 
without tact that Lord Salisbury never knows 
what trouble may be in store for him through 
his Home Secretary’s maladroitness. For him, 
too, à peerage is probably in store. 

The Minister, however, who will most decidedly 
not go is 

Mr. Raikes. 

Mr. Raikes is not a popular man eitherin the 
House or out of it. He is stern and sour in 
manner, he is à martinet at the Post Office, and 
he isa member of the old Tory gang which has 
survived from the Beaconsfield and Derby days. 
His long straight figure and heavy melancholy 
face are the outward clothing of a good deal of 
stern, unbending character and—I was going to 
say—almost ferocious will. He has shown this 
in his battle with the postmen, to whom he has 
no more yielded than the oak yields to a passing 
summer breeze. Mr. Raikes, in addition to his 
quality as prime martinet of the Ministry, has a 
pretty long finger in a good many City pies, and 
is usually arranged among the guinea-pig class. 
But, let his defects be as they may, the one fact 
in Mr. Raikes’s favour is that he has succeeded. 
He has put down the postmen’s strike and 
broken up their combination. That is quite 
good enough for Lord Salisbury. Mr. Raikes’s 
position, which was formerly a weak one, is now 
strong. He is master of the situation, and he is 
quite strong enough to retain that mastery. 

A figure in politics of which we are not likely 
to see very much during the next few months is 


Lord Dunraven, 
the erstwhile Chairman of the Sweating Com-

mission. For this I am not a little sorry. There 
is no doubt that Lord Dunraven is a sympathetic 
statesman, and a good deal more sympathetic 
than a great many of the people who call them- 
selves Liberal. Lord Dunraven worked hard on 
the Sweating Commission. His questions were 
often acute, and his report—though it failed to 
grasp the real moral of the sweating system 
and to announce the real remedies—was still 
striking. But his more businesslike and less 
sentimental colleagues simply refused to look 
at it, and there are a good many queer stories 
about as to the contemptuous way in which it 
was received. Lord Dunraven, however, is 
rather too varidus aman to go down altogether 
because one of his ships has miscarried. Asa 
soldier, with the marks of,his military training 
in his lithe, upright figure and pointed moustache; 
the war correspondent who wrote a good many 
despatches for the Daily Telegraph in the Franco- 
Prussian war; who has yachted and travelled 
all the world over; wielding a facile pen, and 
speaking, not always with brilliancy, but often 
with suggestiveness, he will certainly—if Lord 
Randolph comes back to power—make a figure in 
anew Tory Ministry. He is a little difficult to get 
on with, though some of his intimate friends speak 
very highly of him. He has independence, which is 
a good deal in a politician, and he has a real 
interest in social questions. ‘These two qualities 
together-ought to point the way to something 
greater than Lord Dunraven, with all his clever- 
ness, has yet done. It is a great deal in his 
favour that in these stirring times, socially 
speaking, Lord Dunraven is dead against that 
flinty-hearted ‘‘sweating’’ class who do their 
best to make a hell upon earth for the honest 
toilers.

Yet it could not 
fail to be an impressive ceremony—this marriage of 
Mr. Henry Morton Stanley, the great little African 
explorer, and Miss Dorothy ‘Tennant, second daughter

Miss Dorothy Tennant walked up the nave, leaning

At a quarter to two the bridal music from 
“ Lohengrin ” announced the arrival of Mr. Stanley, 
who was at once recognised and loudly cheered by 
the crowd outside the Abbey. In the carriage with 
him were Count d'Aarche, his best man, who had 
specially come from Brussels to represent the King 
of the Belgians, and Dr. Ewart. In a second 
carriage were the groomsmen, Stanley's companions— 
Surgeon Parke, Captain Nelson, Mr. Jephson, 
Lieutenant Stairs, and Mr. Bonny—and on the box 
was Sadi, his Zanzibari servant, who went through 
all the perils of the Relief Expedition. Mr. Stanley 
looked undoubtedly very weak and ill as, leaning on

Working Girls of London. 


I was aware myself, in a vague sort of way (you 
know what crude knowledge we possess on a 
variety of subjects), that something was done for 
working girls, but of the scope of that something 
I had not the most remote idea until I happened 
lately to come across one of the annual reports 
published by the committee. There are at pre- 
sent nine or ten of these homes in London; and 
since the first was opened, in 1878, no less than 
ten thousand five hundred and forty girls and 
young women have lived in them, and, without 
any doubt, hundreds have been saved from 


Utter Shipwreck, 
which means the ruin of body and soul, by the 
opportunities offered to them of right living and 
right thinking in these homes. There is no 
charity connected with these institutions; each 
resident pays a small sum for board and residence, 
but I learn from the report that, moderate as the 
charges are—the average for food and ledging is 
4s. 6d. a week—they are in many cases beyond 
the means of the working girl. I am specially 
anxious to make these homes known to my 
country readers, for they have a very strong 
claim to provincial support. Not very long 
since it was found that, out of sixty-six girls 
who were living in one of these homes, nine only 
were London-born, and it seems that, as a general 
rule, 
Country Girls 


are in the majority in all of them: this being 
the case, our ‘‘ country cousins ’’ should help as 
generously as possible. Books, parcels of cloth- 
ing, garden produce, a nice fat turkey at Christ- 
mas, all such things would be very acceptable. 
The mention of the fat turkey naturally 
suggests food, and my favourite fad, or one of 
them—cooking. What horrible things English 
Plain Puddings 
are, as a rule! But, someone says, ** when a

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thing is called plain it ought to be plain.” 
Certainly ; but it need not be uneatable. Some 
housekeepers, with a very false idea of economy, 
imagine that it does not hurt a pudding to make 
it with milk and water, and the general plan 
followed in the concoction of the plain pudding 
is just to boil a little 


Rice or Tapioca 
in milk and water, add a little sugar, grate a 
quantity of nutmeg over the top, bake and serve. 
‘They never dream of the innocent addition of 
just one egg and a tiny morsel of butter. Rich 
puddings are made with many eggs and much 
butter, to say nothing of fruit or jam. I should 
like the national plain puddihg to be called the 
pious fraud. 
Pancakes, 
too, may be classed among our °“ failures.” Of 
course, the slightest addition of water to the 
milk of which the batter is made is fatal; but, 
surely, milk is not so very expensive. As a 
rule, too, there is far too much flour used. To 
each egg, and every quarter ofa pint of milk, 
two tablespoonfuls of flour will be found ample. 
There are some first-rate receipts for pancakes 
to be found in Messrs. Cassell’s ‘‘ Dictionary of 
Cookery ’’—a very good book, by the way, for 
young housekeepers to keep by them.

Sovruronr may justly be termed the leading 
watering-place of the North of England—taking 
into account its accessibility to the large in- 
dustrial populations of Lancashire, Yorkshire, 
and the Midlands, its direct railway com- 
munication with the rest of the country, its 
resources of pleasure combined with refinement, 
and, above all, its health-giving and agreeable 
climate, mild, dry, and bracing without rough- 
ness.

London.

Extensive Foreshore 
is the most beneficial characteristic of the place, 
because there is a welcome amount of ozone pro- 
duced by the tide as it recedes over the great 
expanse of beautifully crimped and solid sand, 
the latter unmingled with shingle. The sands 
also warm the Atlantic breezes. A continuous 


Chain of Mountains 


and high hills—in North Wales, Cheshire, Cum- 
berland, and the Lake District—protect the town 
from piercing blasts. Add to this that the 
sewage has been perfected at a cost of nearly a 
quarter of a million of money, and includes 
nineteen miles of new works, and that within 
seventeen years a total of half a million has been 
spent on public improvements, and it will be 
obvious that natural advantages and local effort 
combine to produce the maximum of helps to 
health. The ‘local effort’? has also had an 
effect upon the rates which householders do not 
always appreciate.

places of the country. Southport is noted for 
its handsome buildings, refinement, beautiful 
gardens, balmy air—and its shrimps, which sup- 
ply the Manchester and Liverpool markets. 
There exists a legend that the beach was used 
for bathing in the days of Queen Elizabeth. 
As a matter of fact, the town is two years short 
of a century old. In 1791 there was no popula- 
tion. To-day it reaches 


40,000 Souls, 


and, including Birkdale, a total of 55,000. The 
inhabitants of neighbouring villages having been 
in the habit of coming to bathe on the sands, one 
William Sutton, an innkeeper at Churchtown 
(now a suburb of Southport, and in which the 
parish church is situate), conceived the idea 
of turning an honest penny by building an inn for 
their accommodation during the summer months. 
This he did out of some wreckage, and was 
duly laughed at for his pains. 

His, however, was the first house in what is 
now the flourishing town of Southport, with its 
ratable value of £235,000, but then a wilderness 
of sandhills. His house was named ‘ The 
Folly.” Willie, who was thus

was the best fiddler in the country-side; and 
one night (so the story runs) his guests, in a 
convivial moment, over a bottle of port, re- 
named his house ‘‘ South Port." This hostelry 
among the sandhills soon became the putting- 
up place of excursion parties, residents were 
attracted by the beautiful situation and salubrious 
air, and those building operations commenced

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the new Court Theatre, which I visited to view a 
performance of Shakspere's " Henry IV." An 
immense theatre, larger than  Drury-Lane, 
crowded to hear “Henry IV."! And the 
audience followed. the play with immense 
interest too. The staircase, corridors, and saloons 
of this theatre are the finest I have ever seen— 
finer even than the Paris Opéra house, which I 
had thought unsurpassable in sumptuousness. 
No one who goes to Vienna should fail to see the 
superb crown jewels. They make our modest 
exhibition in the Tower of London seem very 
paltry. I have spoken of regal pomp, but, as if 
to emphasise the vanity of human grandeur, I 
must not leave Vienna without a reference to the 


Imperial Tombs 


in the Capuchin Church. A monk leads you 
through the dark vault and points out the tomb 
of Maria Theresa, of Maria Louise with her son, 
and Napoleon’s, the young Duke of Rome. Here 
lies Maximilian of Mexico, and here the young 
Crown Prince Rudolph—of whom the story that 
he was assassinated, and not self-murdered, is 
generally accepted in Vienna—whose tomb bears a 
wreath from his injured wife, Princess Stéphanie. 
But I leave Vienna without very much regret. 
Splendid buildings, crown jewels, and Imperial 
tombs—after all, they are none of them things 
to enthuse over, and especially when the goal 
is—Venice. I reach here after sixteen hours’ 
railway travelling,

&nd through most beautiful scenery. It is
